Dear  Mr.  Secretary: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Director  of  Finance 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30 >  19^6  •    Due  to  the  continued 
paper  shortage,  and  the  serious  inadequacy  of  funds  to  meet  the 
Department's  printing  and  "binding  needs  during  the  current  year, 
and  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  and  intent  of  Public  Law  M-79»  79th 
Congress,  the  report  has  not  been  printed.    For  the  same  reasons 
we  have  deemed  it  desirable  to  omit  text  describing  the  work  and 
activities  of  the  Office.    As  required  by  law,  however,  a  copy 
has  been  placed  on  file  for  public  inspection. 

The  report  contains  budgetary  and  financial  information,  together 
with  brief  explanatory  comments,  concerning  funds  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  including  those  available  to  the  corporations  and 
lending  agencies. 

In  the  fiscal  year  19^+6  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Finance  provided 
assistance  to  the  extent  of  its  manpower  resources  in  effecting 
necessary  adjustments  from  wartime  to  peacetime  programs.  Efforts 
were  concentrated  on  the  formulation  and  execution  of  those  budgetary 
and  fiscal  aspects  of  programs  of  work  as  would  facilitate  operations 
and  improve  effective  and  economical  administration  throughout  the 
Department.    Because  financial  needs  and  related  administrative 
policies  are  highly  sensitive  to  any  changes  in  the  substantive 
programs  of  the  Department,  the  staff  endeavored  to  keep  in  close 
touch  with  the  development  of  proposed  program  changes,  and  to  aid 
in  any  way  possible  the  consideration  and  orderly  progress  of  both 
the  financial  and  program  aspects  of  work  in  the  Department.

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Summary  Explanation  of  Tables 

Total  funds  available  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  1946,  in- 
eluding  authorizations  to  borrow  from  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  for 
loan  purposes  and  corporate  administrative  expense  limitations,  hut  excluding  all 
other  funds  of  the  corporations  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department,  were 
$2,308,006,643.    Of  this  amount,  $957,519,695,  or  41.5%,  represent  appropriations 
and  allocations  made  available  for  special  war  work  leaving  $1,350,486,946,  or  58.5%, 
available  for  regular  activities  of  the  Department.    Obligations  incurred  against 
these  funds  amounted  to  $2,094,506,551,  or  91%  of  the  total  available  funds.  Total 
receipts  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  during  the  year  amounted  to 
$236,790,725  of  which  $43,218,285  represented  General  Fund  receipts,  $24,634,340 
Special  Fund  Receipts,  $24,502,940  Trust  Fund  receipts,  and  $144,435,160  collections 
available  for  repayment  to  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  on  borrowings 
from  that  agency. 

Table  1,  Fart  I  shows,  in  summary  form  the  funds  available  during  the  year  to  each 
bureau,  agency,  or  office,  and  the  total  obligations  incurred  against  such  funds. 
The  funds  are  classified  as  to  those  for  special  war  work  and  those  for  regular 
activities.    Fart  II  of  the  table  furnishes  detail  for  each  bureau,  agency,  or  of- 
fice on  the  various  types  of  funds  available  for  its  operations. 

Table  2,  Part  I  is  a  comparative  summary  of  the  appropriations,  administrative  ex- 
pense limitations,  and  authorized  borrowings  from  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corpo- 
ration for  the  fiscal  years  1945,  1946,  and  1947.    Part  II  of  the  table  supplies 
detailed  information  by  appropriation  item  in  support  of  Part  I. 

Table  3,  shows  the  funds  available  for  special  war  work  for  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
from  1941  to  1946,  inclusive.    It  summarizes  the  funds  by  categories  of  special  war 
work  and  by  sources;  it  also  details,  by  bureaus,  the  special  war  projects  for  which 
funds  were  appropriated  or  allocated. 

Table  4  identifies  the  sources  of  funds  and  authorizations  made  available  to  the  De- 
partment for  the  fiscal  years  1945,  1946,  and  1947.    The  amounts  for  1947  are  limited 
to  funds  and  authorizations  made  available  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Appropri- 
ation Act,  1947,  the  Government  Corporations  Appropriations  Act,  1947,  the  Third  De- 
ficiency Appropriation  Act,  1946,  and  permanent  appropriations.    The  funds  are 
grouped  by  sources  as  follows:  (a)  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Appropriation  Act, 
(b)  Government  Corporations  Appropriations  Act,  (c)  permanent,  annual,  indefinite, 
end  special  appropriations,  (d)  supplemental  and  deficiency  appropriations,  and  (e) 
other  funds,  including  balances  brought  forward  from  funds  of  the  prior  years,  trust 
funds,  transfers  from  other  agencies  and  working  funds,  authorizations  to  borrow 
from  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation,  collections  and  reimbursements. 

Table  5  shows  receipts  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  in  connection 
with  Department  of  Agriculture  activities  during  the  fiscal  years  1945  and  1946. 


Table  6  furnishes  a  comparative  statement  by  bureaus,  agencies,  and  offices  of  es- 
timated obligations  for  research  work  within  the  Department  for  each  of  the. fiscal 
years,  1932  to  1947,  inclusive.    For  comparability,  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  amounts  reported  in  prior  years  to  give  effect  to  transfers  of  research  work  in- 
cident to  organizational  changes. 

Table  7  presents  a  consolidated  statement  of  the  sources  and  applications  of  funds 
for  the  corporations  and  lending  agencies  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Appropri- 
ations to  these  corporations  and  lending  agencies  for  the  fiscal  year  1946  are  also 
included  in  the  preceding  tables.    However,  the  amounts  listed  opposite  the  item  "Ap- 
propriations" on  Table  7  reflect  the  actual  expenditures  during  the  fiscal  year  from 
all  available  appropriated  funds  irrespective  of  the  year  for  which  they  were  made 
available  for  obligation. 

As  indicated  on  Table  7,  the  operations  of  these  agencies  are  financed  largely  through 
borrowings  from  the  U.  5.  Treasury,  other  Government  agencies,  and  the  public.  During 
the  fiscal  year  1946  borrowings  amounted  to  $4,757,810,085,  while  repayments  during 
this  period  amounted  to  $5,455,966,582  resulting  in  a  net  decrease  of  $698,156,497 
in  the  total  bonds,  debentures,  and  notes  payable  outstanding.    Total  indebtedness 
on  such  items  amounted  to  $3,185,370,397  on  June  30,  1946. 

Daring  the  fiscal  year  1946  repayments  of  paid-in  capital  and  paid  in  surplus  totaled 
$192,555,739  as  compared  to  new  subscriptions  of  only  $51,021,317,  or  a  net  reduction 
of  $141,534,422.    This  net  reduction  resulted  principally  from  the  transactions  of 
three  corporations:    (l)  An  additional  subscription  of  $30,000,000  by  the  U.  S. 
Treasury  to  the  capital  of  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation;  (2)  a  repayment  of 
capital  in  the  amount  of  $50,000,000  to  the  U.  S.  Treasury  by  the  Federal  Farm 
Mortgage  Corporation;  and  (3)  net  repayments  of  approximately  $115,000,000  by  the 
Federal  land  banks  to  the  U.  S.  Treasury  and  the  public.    The  total  paid-in  capital 
stock  and  paid-in  surplus  outstanding  on  June  30,  1946  was  $1,131,491,505. 

Repayments  received  during  the  year  on  loans  by  the  corporations  and  lending  agencies 
amounted  to  $2,285,362,196,  as  compared  to  new  loans  made  in  the  amount  of 
$1,893,572,176.    This  represented  a  net  reduction  of  $391,790,020  in  the  outstanding 
loans  receivable  which  on  June  30,  1946  totaled  $2,868,588,437.
